Federal authorities prepared 
to remove Car! Austin Hall and 
Mrs. Bonnie Brown Heady to 
Kansas City today after they 
waived a preliminary hearing 
here on extortion charges grow- 
ing out of the kidnap-murder of 
6-year-old Bobby Greenlease of 
Kansas City, 

Meanwhile, searches were in- 
tensified for half of the $600,- 
000 ransom paid to Hall and for 
Thomas John Marsh of St. Louis. 
named by Hall as _ the actual 
killer of the boy. 

Almost $300,000 of the ran- 
som paid by Robert C. Green- 
lease Sr. was recovered Tues- 
day when St. Louis police 
arrested Hall at the Town House, 
apartment hotel ai 5916 Persh- 
ing avenue. 

A duffel bag in which Hall 
brought the money to St. Louis 
was recovered here yesterday 
but the remaining money has 
not been found, 


Hall, a drug addict, and his« 


woman companion, Mrs. Heady, 
an alcoholic, were removed from 
city jail shortly before 9 o'clock 
this morning and taken to the 
Federal building. Mrs. Heady, a 
divorcee, had put on lipstick and 
improved her appearance since 
yesterday. She wore the same 
cheap gray dress she had on 
Tuesday, the night of her arrest, 
and was handcuffed to her part- 
ner. 

Hall wore a light tan jacket 
and dark brown trousers He 
had no hat or tie. A chain was 
around his waist. 

Extortion Warrant Read. 

Taken before United States 
Commissioner Edwin Bean, Hall 
and Mrs. Heady heard the read- 
ing of the federal extortion war- 
rant, lodged against them in 
Kansas City for using the mails 
in the kidnaping of Bobby 
Greenlease. 

At the hour of the hearing in 
the Federal building, 
services were being held for lit- 
tle Bobby in Kansas City. 

Mrs. Headvy’s attorney, Wil- 
liam Rosenthal of St. Joseph, 
asked to talk to her about trans- 
fer of jurisdiction in the case 
to Kansas City. Bean granted 
permission and the two prison- 
ers were taken to the commis- 
sioner’s chambers for the con- 
ference. 

Meanwhile, in the small court- 
room, a large crowd of specta- 
tors, mostly reporters and women 
employes in the Federal build- 
ing, waited. 

After the 15-minute confer- 
ence in chambers, Rosenthal 
told Bean: “I do not represent 
Mr. Hall but I advised him of 
his legal rights and he feels the 
same as Mrs. Heady about this 
matter. We wish to waive the 
preliminary hearing.” 

“All right.”” the commissioner 
said, “I will fix bail at $100,000 
for each, the same as it has 
been.” 

Rosenthal asked if that wasn't 
an excessive amount. Bean dis- 
agreed and the figure stood. 

After it was determined that 
the prisoners could be sent to 
Kansas City without a written 
waiver, because the western dis- 
trict is in the same state, Hall 
and his woman friennd were re- 
turned to city jail. 

Woman ‘Feeling Better.’ 

Later, Rosenthal told report- 
ers Mrs. Heady was “feeling 
better now.” adding that she 
had been on a “long drunk.” 

Present for the brief hearing 
were two assistant prosecuting 
attorneys of Jackson county, 
Robert J. Ingraham and J. Rob- 
ert Deveney, who turned over 
copies of the kidnaping war- 
rants issued at Kansas City.

There is a -possibility of an 
extremely rich meteor. shower 
tonight but there is no way of 
knowing the hdur or the section 
of the sky where it will occur, 
Edwin F. Friton, regional direc- 
tor of the American Meteor So- 
ciety, said today.

Marsh Once in institution. 

In Lincoln, Ul., Superintend- 
ent William W. Fox of the Lin- 
coln State School and Colony re- 
ported that Marsh had been con- 
fined to the institution for the 
feeble-minded from Feb. 13,5 
1929. to Nov. 9, 1932. 

Marsh had a mental age of 6 
vears and 9 months when he 
was admitted to the school as a 
12-year-old, Fox reported. The 
boy had been committed from 
Cook county juvenile court. “His 
intelligence test shows he had 
an 1.Q. of 52,” Fox said.

Is It Any Wonder? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The general public* seems to be 
unaware that the St. Louts Police 
Department faces a manpower crisis. 

In recent months many valuable 
officers—trained, experienced, capa- 
ble men—have resigned to enter oth- 
er fields. 

At the same time the department 
is experiencing the utmost difficul- 
ty in attracting new recruits. Most 
young men, seeking a career, do not 
desire to enter the field of law en- 
forcement. Their reluctance to do 
so is understandable when a brief 
examination of the facts shows that, 
compared to private industry, the 
department has nothing to offer. 


A young man selecting a profes- 
sion is attracted by the permanency 
of the position, good pay with rea- 
sonable leisure, an adequate pension 
to assure security in his old age 
and the knowledge that he will have 
a chance for advancement. 

The only feature in which the Po- 
lice Department can match private 
industry is that of permanency; in 
all other features there is no com- 
parison. Consider them in detail. 

1 Long hours. A police officer 
{is allowed four days off per month. 
That is fixed by law; it is final, ab- 
solute. He is allowed also a 14-day 
vacation, making a total of exactly 
62 days per year off the job. 

Compare this with the almost uni- 
versal five-day week in industry, 
which allows the worker a minimum 
of 104 days off per year without 
counting a vacation and the usual 
holidays. The net result is that the 
police officer gets only half as many 
days off as the worker. 


2 Low pay. A _ recruit enters 
the department and, after training 
and probationary period which cus- 
tomarily take from 18 months to two 
years, receives the rank of patrol- 
man. After being a patrolman for 
five years ‘(by which time he now 
has from six and one-half to seven 
years on the job) he receives top 
patrolman’s pay—$320 per month. 

This sum represents an hourly 
wage scale of $1.58—just about the 
scale a young man can earn as an 
apprentice in factory or trade work. 
The $320 does not represent take- 
home pay; pension deductions, with- 
holding taxes and dues for police re- 


: lief, hospital and funeral societies 


bring the total well below $300. 

3 Inadequate persion. The Po- 
lice Pension System was organized 
in 1929 and is based on 35 years 
service and retirement at age 60; the 
pay rate of the officer’s last 10 years 
of service igs a determining factor in 
the amount of his pension. 

7 7 . 


To go into detail about the many 
injustices in the system would neces- 
sitate a lengthy discourse. Suffice 
to say that since 1929 there have 
been no revisions to meet changing 
pension conditions. 

A committee within the depart- 
ment was formed in 1952 and, after 
careful study, recommended changes 
that would give adequate pensions; 
these changes were overwhelmingly 
approved by a vote of all officers in 
the department. Bills were intro- 
duced in the Missouri Legislature to 
make these changes possible, but 
to date the matters are still pend- 
ing and the system remains outmod- 
ed and inadequate. 

4 No promotion system. There 
exists no system of grading or se- 
lecting officers for promotion. Each 
succeeding Board of Police Commis- 
sioners has its own ideas on what 
constitutes valid reasons for advance- 
ment and, over the past quarter cen- 
.tury, due to the haphazard method 
of selecting men for promotion, some 
weird selections have resulted. 

Faced with these facts concerning 
his future vocation, is it any won- 
der that a prospective applicant for 
the Police Department turns aside to 
the more lucrative pay and better 
working conditions of private in- 
dustry? READER,

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Saving a Neighborhood 


The blight of cities is not an immutable 
natural law. The black areas and the gray 
areas on the newly published map of decaying 
St. Louis need not remain black and gray. Nor 
are vast, multi-million-dollar projects the only 
device for brightening them. 

Just a few months ago, an editorial on this 
page urged the Illinois Legislature to pass a 
neighborhood redevelopment law sponsored by 
the South East Chicago Commission, an organi- 
zation formed to reverse the spread of decay in 
the neighborhood of the University of Chicago. 

The bill wag signed by Gov. Stratton little 
more than a month after its introduction. In 
another month the mayor had appointed the 
board authorized by the new law. And in an- 
other two weeks the people of the neighborhood 
had presented their first request for permission 
to replace existing “rotten apple” dwellings 
with new, privately-financed houses. 

The Chicago group has now obtained for 
private citizens the right to bring zoning ordi- 
nance violators into court. No need to wait for 
lethargic officials. Another legal gain is the 
requirement for private off-street parking fa- 
cilities — a requirement which should make 
streets traffic arteries again instead of open- 
air garages. 

The neighborhood-savers, however, have not 
been content with legal measures. A full-time 
staff has started a campaign against juvenile 
delinquency, A full-time law enforcement offi- 
cer has been employed to co-operate with the 
police and to keep them up to their job. Liquor 
dealers, tavern owners and hotel operators have 
been banded into voluntary compliance com- 
mittees to keep crime-inclined persons out of 
the neighborhood. Results so far? Robberies 
decreased by 231; burglaries decreased by 480; 
larcenies decreased by 479. 

A fulltime building inspector (a former 
fire marshal) has been employed to police the 
neighborhood for violations of zoning, build- 
ing and health laws. Many prosecutions have 
been started, record fines imposed. 

What was first dismissed in a cynical Chicago 
as just another egghead, do-good, get-nowhere 
movement now is getting headjines: Crime 
Wiped Out; Neighborhood Restored; Realty 
Values Rise. Maybe some of the enthusiasm is 
as far from the mark as the original derision. 
But a big neighborhood in Chicago is showing 
that with proper regard for the social conditions 
as well as for property, ‘ts decline can be 
sharply reversed — provided people want to 
make the effort instead of just drifting to the 
suburbs. And the budget for another year of 
this community effort? Just $45,000. 

St. Louis might well take a good look at what 
is being done on the South Side of Chicago. 
Mayor Tucker's recently announced plan for 
neighborhood rehabilitation in two pilot areas 
will depend for success on the active co-opera- 
tion and initiative of the citizens in those areas. 
They will have to work together as the Chi- 
cagoans are doing to arrest decay. 
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Promise in Honolulu 
Vice President Nixon’s promise of statehood 
for Hawaii next year may have fallen pleasant- 
ly on the ears of his hearers in Honolulu. At 
least it may have fallen pleasantly on those 


,ears whose owners did not remember that the 


Republican party was promising last year that 
Hawaii should have statehood this year. 

In the intervening period, a good deal of poli- 
tics has been played with the issue of Hawaiian 
statehood, and with Alaskan statehood too. Re- 
publicans were cold to Alaskan statehood be- 
cause they feared it would mean two more Dem- 


ocratic Senators. Democrats were cold to Ha- . 


waiian statehood because they feared it would 
mean two more Republican Senators, and con- 
sequently more votes to break filibusters on 
civil rights legislation. 

As Republican control in Congress depended 
on coalition with a group of Democrats, these 
conflicting interparty views on the two state- 
hood questions added up to stalemate. 

Just how Mr. Nixon proposes to go about 
breaking the stalemate, he does not say. That it 
will be broken all 48 states should hope, as ar- 
dently as the two territories that are knocking 
for admittance. The Union is the loser for not 
having Alaska and Hawaii as full-fledged states, 
and will continue to be the loser as long as nar- 
row partisan interests on both sides of the aisle 
override the common national interest. There 
have been. so many promises to these two terri- 
tories for so many years that action now not 
only speaks louder than words, it is probably 
the only thing that really speaks at all. 
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. Hay Enough, and in Time 

Use of Air Force planes and Army trucks to 
bring hay into the drouth areas of Missouri and 
other states is becoming more advisable almost 
daily. This is especially true in view of the 
stately gait at which the Federal Government is 
swinging into action. At the same time it is be- 
coming more and more apparent that a special 
session of the Legislature is in order. 

What Washington does not seem to realize is 
that the drouth is an emergency. Every day that 
is allowed to go by with inadequate relief sees 
some dairymen and cattlemen giving up and 
selling out, to become still more of a problem 
for their State and Federal Governments. 

Senator Symington, who is urging the haylift, 
ought to know what he is talking about. He was 
Secretary for Air when the Air Force moved 
1800 tons of hay by Flying Boxcars into bliz- 
zard-bound Nevada four winters ago to feed 
starving cattle and sheep. As was pointed out 
then, and as Mr. Symington points out now, 
these operations enable Air Force pilots to put 
in their required flying time doing something 
useful instead of merely performing formal 
exercises, 

President Eisenhower's allocation of $10,000,- 
000 to help farmers buy hay, in response to a 
recommendation from Secretary Benson, will 
not go far. It is most hopeful as acknowledge- 
ment of the Federal Government's responsibili- 
ty. As far as meeting the need for freight subsi- 
dy, it is only a drop in a very dry bucket. 

Farmers can be reasonably expected to pay 
the $20 a ton which hay costs in the fields, but 
not the $15 or so additional in freight charges 
to bring the hay to their barns. If the western 
railroads accede to Gov. Donnelly’s request that 
they halve their freight charges on hgy during 
the emergency, a subsidy of some $7.50 a ton 
will still remain to be made up from other 
sources. Multiplied by the 1,000,000 tons which 
Missouri farmers are estimated to need to carry 
their herds through the winter, that is $7,500,000 
for this state alone. . 


Since President Eisenhower's $10,000,000 is.

Any call for a special session should, 
of course, include extension of the earnings tax 
for St. Louis, which is as important to the sol- 
vency of this city as the hay program is to the 
solvency of our rural areas. 
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A Man—Now a Policy 


It was a foregone conclusion that the Presi- 
dent would have to go outside the ranks of la- 
bor, this time, for a successor to Martin P. 
Durkin. In view of the complexion the rest 
of his cabinet, it is probably just as well that 
he has chosen another business man, James P. 
Mitchell of New York. 

This is, after all, a business Administration, 
and the Durkin episode shows that there is no 
point in disguising it. When Mr, Durkin en- 
deavored to obtain White House assent to his 
plan for amending the Taft-Hartley law—and 
thought he had obtained it—the business men 
in the Administration stopped him quickly 
enough. This made plain where the real power 
lay, and it would be futile to ask some other 
labor representative to dash himself against the 
same buzz saw. 

If the formulation of labor policy and the di- 
rection of the department which administers it 
are to come henceforth from the management 
rather than the employes’ side of the table, it 
is still necessary for the Administration to have 
a labor policy, which it has not had up to now. 

There is a certain ethical obligation, too, to 
formulate a policy that will square with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s campaign declarations in 
favor of Taft-Hartley law revision. He said then 
that he was in favor of changing those sections 
of the law which could permit “union busting.” 
He has since described Taft-Hartley as, on the 
whole, a good law. It will be Mr. Mitchell's task, 
among others, to reconcile these viewpoints in 
a coherent Administration policy which has full 
White House backing. 

Mr. Mitchell is not widely known, but he has 
had broad experience on the management side 
of labor relations that should be useful in his 
new post. He was in charge of the industrial 
personnel] division for the Army Service Forces 
during the war, then became personnel director 
at Macy's and vice president of Bloomingdale's 
in New York. As assistant secretary of the Army 
during the Eisenhower Administration he has 
been in charge of manpower problems. 

The new Secretary of Labor has taken on an 
office that appears to have gone begging more 
than is usual among Cabinet posts. That gives 
him all the more reasem to show what he can 
do with it. 
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Rose Without Any Other Name 


Secretary Hobby, of the Department of Health, 
Education and W-—e, is learning how hard it 
is to make w——e respectable even in a non- 
W-—e State. Before the department was cre- 
ated she proposed calling it the Department of 
General W——e, presumably on the theory that 
the adjective is ever the enemy of the noun 
and tends to take some of the heat off same. 
The late Senator Taft opposed it, saying “That's 
what I’ve been trying to get away from,” so the 
subject was dropped. 

It is just too bad that the word “w----e” got al- 
lied so inseparably with the term “W-----e State.” 
It sort of puts a curse on the whole thing. As no- 
body, including those most opposed to the 
W-——e State, exactly wants to come out for its 
antonym, or Illfare State, a large space is left 
n between, unoccupied by even a small word. 

The name “Department of Health, Education 
and W-—e” settles the problem as well as we 
hope to see it settled for a while. The unloved 
word is not mentioned until there is no staving 
it off any further, and by then one’s mind is so 
much occupied with Health and Education that 
theres is ground for expectation the W-—e 
won't be too noticeable. 

Mrs. Hobby intends to keep at work on bring- 
ing the W-—e up front and cutting off all that 
long middle and end. She wouldn’t be surprised 
if it took 10 years. By then probably everyone 
will have forgotten that W-—e ever was a kind 
of State, and will think the only phrase “State” 
was ever associated with was State’s R-s. 
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No Easy Place to Quit 


To the British and American governments, 
Trieste must often seem like a cut finger to a 
man trying to overcome a.major disease—just 
a@ painful nuisance, Such a mood may have con- 
tributed to the decision of London and Wash- 
ington to turn over their occupation zones in 
the city itself to Ifaly. Since Yugoslavia is in 
occupation of the Trieste hinterland, this adds 
up to a rather rough division of the territory 
between Rome and Belgrade. 


Unfortunately, the split-up pleases neither 
claimant, especially not Italy. Rome claims al- 
most all of the disputed area at.the head of the 
Adriatic on the ground that its population is 
predominantly Italian. It wants a plebiscite. 
Tito, on the other hand, certainly is more inter- 
ested in the city’s excellent port facilities than 
in a lot of hilly and somewhat scrubby acreage. 


Since the Russians have persistently blocked 
the naming of a Governor-General who could 
take over the whole area in the name of the 
Unite Nations, London and Washington hoped 
that Italy and Yugoslavia would work out an 
agreement between them. Both sides, however, 
stuck to their claims and demanded support for 
them: Italy because, to insure the defeat of the 
Communists in the 1948 Italian elections, all of 
Trieste and surrounding territory had been 
promised to the De Gasperi Government; and 
Yugoslavia because the great powers were re- 
luctant to give Belgrade any cause to turn its 
eyes to Moscow again. 


So there was little to do but stall. Then a 
weak Italian premier, Giuseppe Pella, apparent- 
ly sought strength in a stepping-up of Italy’s 
throbbingly emotional claims. Maybe he got 
more than he bargained for. Maybe he can still 
exploit Italian claims to additional territory; 
and maybe he will be castigated for accepting 
a half-loaf—well, four-fifths of a loaf—when he 
should have held out for everything in the oven. 

More alarming is ‘the possibility of military 
clashes once British and American troops are 
withdrawn and Italian soldiers take over the 
city. Should a few British and American cruisers 
be kept at anchor in the harbor? Or should we 
get away as fast and as far as we can? 

The real trouble, of course, is the refusal of 
responsible Italian and Yugoslav statesmen to 
come to a workable agreement. London and 
Washington are not rid of their worries—unless 
their decision to pull out brings Italy and Yugo- 
slavia to an accord, ;

Farmers do not want most of the things Benson and the Admin- 
istration promised, says cattleman-author; they want better 
farm credit, uncut appropriations for farm agencies, and help 
in drouth without having to sign pauper’s oaths to buy feed. 


Leonard Hall, of Possum Trot Farm, in the Reporter 


Our business is the production of 
commercial beef for the market. Or- 
dinarily we butcher one fat animal each 
year and store it in the locker for home 
consumption, but the supply had gotten 
down to soup bone and hamburger. 


So with company coming to dinner, 
my wife splurged on a modest sirloin 
steak from the market in the nearby 
village. ' 

I noted, as she put it on to broil, 
that the steak was graded “U.S. Com- 
mercial”; and she 
admitted that her 
conscience hurt be- 
cause the meat had 
cost 92 cents a 
pound. 

But it hurt much 
more than my con- 
science, for in that 
day’s mail I had re- 
ceived the returns 
from a truckload of 
1100 -pound butch- 
er steers that we 
had shipped to the 
St. Louis market. 

Their grading of 
“Medium to od,” 
meant better steaks than the one we 
were broiling, and the price I got for 
them was 1442 cents a pound—just 
half of what the meat had cost us to 
produce. 


Leonard Hal! 


Mr. Benson's Naive Statement 


Two years ago, when we were selling 
cattle of this same quality for 32 cents, 
the store price for sirloin steak had 
stood at 90 cents a pound. 

Thus packer, wholesaler and retailer 
have been able to hold their price line 
in the face of a drop of 50 per cent in 
the price of beef on the farm. 


The farmer’s ¢understandable desire 
for protection against such obvious in- 
equities of the market underlies our 
whole farm-price policy. 

It was with something like amaze- 
ment that hundreds of thousands of 
us listened to the exceedingly naive an- 
nouncements made by the Secretary of 
Agriculture upon his appointment last 
winter. 0 

His job, said Ezra Taft Benson, and 
the purpose of the new Administration, 
was to loose us from the coils of govern- 
ment regulation, to return us to the 
clear and bracing atmosphere of the 
free market. 

There is one thing about which the 
vast majority of farmers was and is 
certain, and it has been proved time 
and time again, despite the occasional 
pronouncements 6f some economists 
and so-called farm leaders. 


Farm Supports Are Permanent 


This is that some sort of government 
support for farm prices is a permanent 
fixture in the American economy. 

To argue otherwise is to argue an 
issue that has been Settled and written 
into law these past 20 years. 


A little more level-headed examina- 
tion of the facts of farming—and of 
politics—might have made Mr. Benson’s 
initial statements somewhat more mod- 
est and a lot less sweeping in context. 

The first thing that a Benson had 

»to do, in the matter of eating his brave 
words, was to buy butter—millions of 
pounds of butter to add to the 100,000,- 
000 the Government already owned. 


This may not have been a logical 
thing to do and must certainly have 
been the last thing he wanted to do. 

It may even have been the worst 
thing that could have happened to a 
dairy industry which, in competition 
with margarine, was rapidly pricing it- 
self out of the market ay. 

It was plain that the “clear and brac- 
ing atmosphere of the free market” was 
out the window. And the next 


thing 
farmers realized, as we looked toward 


Washington and the new Secretary, was 
that far from being released fiom the 
coils of regulation, we might soon find 
ourselves tied more tightly by controls 
than ever. 

This is not to say that farmers didn’t 
want controls or recognize the need for 
them, because we have since voted 
overwhelmingly to curtail 1954 wheat 
acreage in return for guaranteed price 
support on the 1954 crop at 90 per 
cent of parity. 

But also in the offing are prospective 
controls on such other basic commodi- 
ties as corn, cotton, and perhaps others, 
which may soon cover 50 per cent of 
our total acreage of cropland, 


Heading for a Depression 


Farm conditions today resemble too 
closely for comfort those which imme- 
diately preceded the last. great depres- 
sion. 


What, then, do we American farmers 
want as we look toward Washington” 

First of all, we have made it over- 
whelmingly clear—as proved by the 
almost complete reversal in policy that 
has been forced upon Secretary Benson 
—that we do not want most of the 
things he and the Administration prom- 
ised to give us. 

We have already made it clear we 
will not go along with Mr. Benson's 
ideas for cutting the rural electrifica- 
tion and telephone programs. We are 
inclined to feel that farm co-operatives 
will be treated fairly. 


We will hope for an improvement in 


farm credit facilities. We believe it 
is shortsighted, if not downright stupid, 
to cut Appropriations for such profit- 
producing agencies as the Soil Conser- 
vation and Forest Services. 


We want more rather than less money 
made available for basic agricultural 
research, which is lagging badly today. 


We want the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program continued at its present 
level and have been® satisfied, by and 
large, with its management by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Administration. 
Under this program we have seen great 
strides made in putting good land-use 
practices into action on farms all across 
America. 


Drouth Calls for Action 


When disaster such as the 1952-1953 
drouth strikes at hundreds of thousands 
of farms and ranches, threatening them 
with bankruptcy, we want action— 
prompt and generous, administered fair- 
ly and without red tape. 

We do not want to have to declare 
ourselves paupers in order to be allowed 
to buy niggardly amounts of govern- 
ment-owned grain at slightly reduced 
prices. 


Nor are we satisfied to learn that the 
Government has bought 3,360,000 
pounds of beef for the school-lunch and 
aid-to-Greece programs. This consti- 
tutes an infinitesimal fraction of 1-per 
cent of the beef marketed during 1953. 

We know that a system of parity- 
price supports that covers only a few 
basic nonperishable commodities and 
leaves out such perishables as meat 
products is incomplete, that it works 
many inequities and hardships. 

It is high time, I think, to let Wash- 
ington take a long look outward to the 
farms of America.

Missouri Moctor’s Dilemma 


LUCINDA MARRIES THE DOCTOR, by GSiiabeth 

Seifert. (Dodd, Mead & Co. 245 pgqs., ts.) 

It would have been better if Lucinda 
hadn't married the doctor. Better for 
the doctor and better all around. For 
Lucinda was shallow and selfish and 
domineering, and the doctor was weak. 
If she” hadn't married him there 
wouldn't have been the two daughters, 
Donna and Jan—the brats. Through 
marriage and divorce for both of them, 
they still were brats, if anything worse 
than when they were children. Mother 
and daughters made a mess for Dr. 
Simon Blaisdell, life ending in tragedy. 

Simon Blaisdell was a most attractive 
man, “with the handsome _ elegance 


which is sofhewhat ° 


rare in smali-town 
Missouri,” with a 
sweetness and a 
rich warmth, an 
aristocrat. The 
small town where 
he practiced, popu- 
lation 15,000, “if 
you shake the 
bushes,” was called 
Ellis, but it might 
have been Hanni- 
bal, where Eliza- 
beth Seifert lives 
and where she has 
written more than 
5 books, most of 
them dealing with doctors and hospi- 
tals. This time, by a curious device 
that might be called transference of 
personality, the story is told in the first 
person by a woman named Emmy Chris- 
tian, identified as an author living in 
such a town. 


It is the story of the Blaisdells and 
their neighbors and Emmy who was 
the doctor’s friend and proved it by 
trying to make life more tolerable for 
the man by working on the woman he 
had married and the daughters he had 
sired—all to no effect because they 
were the kind who knew no shame.: 

As might have been expected, the 
doctor turned to Emmy for the under- 
standing and sympathy that he should 
have had from his wife and daughters, 
and. there came a time when he de- 
clared his love for her, hidden for many 
years, but it was too late. 

_If it had been Emmy instead of Lu- 
cinda who married the doctor, it would 
have been better. She could have 
brought strength to him instead of the 
frustration and misery that Lucinda 
brought to him. And if it had been 
Emmy instead of lLucinda there 
wouldn’t have been Donna and Jan— 
the brats. 


Elizabeth Seifert's power doesn’t df- 
minish as the list of her books about 
doctors and hospitals grows. She con- 
tinues to be in a very vital way a part 
of the phase of life that she likes best 
to depict in her books, the lives of doc- 
tors as related to the complexities and 
involvements of their private lives, in- 
cluding the stresses of doctors’ wives. 
All of them are marked by intimacy of 
detail in characters, settings, color 
schemes and costuming.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP)— 
The Government reported tcday 
that crop production this year 
will be the third lIorgest of rec- 
ord, exceeded only in 1948 and 
1952. 

In its September crop report, 
the Department of Agriculture 
said practically no change in 
the prospective total crop vol- 
ume resulted from changes in 
individual crop prospects during 
September. 

The department reported a 
slight drop in the size of the 
corn crop. 

The department’ estimated 
this year’s corn crop at 3,196,- 
, 101,000 bushels and the wheat

-| crop at 1,163,231,000 bushels. 


The corn estimate is 19,906,- 
000 bushels less than 3,216,007,- 
000 forecast a*month ago. It 
poss Bs also with last year's 
crop of 3,306,735,000 bushels and 
a ten-year (1942-51) average of 
| 3,036.380,000 bushels. 

Officials have said that a corn 
crop of more than three billion 
bushels probably would lead to 

acreage planting allotments on 
next year’s crop. A carry-over 
of more than 800 million bushels 

from past crops has raised a 
corn surplus problem, Secretary 
Ezra Taft Benson has until next 

Feb. 1 to decide on possible al- 
' lotments.

South Carolina law officially 
recognizes only the white and 
Negro races—and directs their 
separation in schools. Therefore 
the records are not clear on 
“special schools.” It is under- | 
stood, however, that there are | 
at least 19 “special schools” in 
the state for children of be- 
tween 500 and 10,000 persons 
who are considered of the “third 
race.” Most of them are in the 
Toastal plains where Indians, Ne- | 
groes and some whites and mix- | 
‘tures of the three inter-married 
in the past. 

Origin of Colony. 

The colony of “Turks” stems 
from two men, believed to have 
been either pirates or escaped 
of pirates from the 
Near East, who joined Gen. 
Thomas Sumter’s “gamececk” 


‘forces in the Revolution. 


Whether these men married 


and, in turn, were shunned by 
their white neighbors. 

Records indicate that six of 
their number fought in the Con- 
federate army, and many others 
served in World Wars I and II. 


Two years ago a United States 
court compelled the white high 
school in Sumter to accept a 
handful of “Turk” children; the 
line was drawn, however, on at- 
'tendance at the white elemen- 
tary school. 


| It is this line the “Turks” 
‘now seek to erase. They already 
have been accepted, informally, 
as whites for purposes of jury 
duty and enrollement in the 
‘Democratic party, and insist 
they merit further racial recog- 
nition, The “Turks” also contend 
they are not seeking to force 
I their way into “social” accept- 
ance by whites.

HIS autumn, for the first time in many 

years, it seems certain that the color dis- 

play in the Ozarks will fall far short of its 
usual perfection. As long ago as August, leaves 
started turning 
brown on many for- 
est trees, marking 
clearly where the 
lean ribs of the 
mountainsides are 
exposed and there is 
little soil to nourish 
roots in any kind of 
weather. Now these 
leaves are falling 
and many of the re- 
maining trees are 
starting to turn dark. 
Only on the cooler 
north slopes do the 
Oaks still remain 
green; or along the 
beds of streams. 
Here and there a hickory flames bright yellow 
for one day or there is the crimson flash of 


sumac or the more somber burgundy color of 
the sassafras. , 4 


Up until now, the drouth has probably not 
been as hard on wildlife as on the domestic 
animals. Where the forest is protected against 
fire and over-grazing, most of the plants have 
made a nearly normal growth. «Indian grass ’ 
and bluestem and such native legumes as the rine 
lespedezas and desmodiums or beggar's lice 
have all done fairly well. In mid-summer I'd 
have said prospects were fine for a big crop 
of acorns, walnuts and hickorv nuts. But many 
of these have dried before they ripened fully 
-and have fallen from the trees. And these are, 
of course, the oil-rich foods on which many 
wild species depend for storing up an extra 
supply of fat for winter. Not only squirrel$ 
but others, including the turkey and whitetail 
deer, depend largely on the crop of oak mast 
for cold-weather energy. Even the bobwhite 
and wild duck make good use of acorns in the 
autumn diet.

Missouri. Several means were developed to ac- 
complish this, of which the following have 
probably been most effective: Large refuges of 
5000 to 15,000 acres were created in state 
parks and other areas which offered good deer 
food anad cover. If not enough of a native 
deer population was present to enable it to 
multiply readily, breeding stock was brought 
in from other areas and released. A closed 
season was initiated to protect deer in the 
“non-refuge” territory. The distribution pro- 
gram was intensified by live-trapping deer for 
release as breeding stock in every suitable area 
in the state.

Bing Can Act, Too 


6 6 ITTLE BOY LOST,” at the AMBASSADOR THEA-

ZB It is taken from Marghanita Laski’s 
novel about an American foreign corre- 
spondent’s search for his 8-year-old son, 

lost to him when the Nazis invaded France and executed 
the boy’s mother, a French singer, for being a member of 
the Resistance. The emotional values are sounded in muted 
tones. There is restraint, reflectiveness, an allusiveness 
and quiet penetration, so that it is not only very touching 
and completely absorbing, but also intelligent. 

The correspondent tries to probe into the memories 
of a sad-eyed, spindly-legged boy he finds in a convent to 
establish whether or not it is his son. But actually, as his 
novelist friend (Claude Dauphin) points out to him, he sub- 
consciously wants the boy not for love of the child, but as 
another link to the memory of his wife in which he has 
emotionally immersed himself to the exclusion of every- 
thing else in the world. Before he can find his son, the 
friend points out, the correspondent must first find himself. 

There are some tender and poignant scenes between 
the father and the boy, and some quite powerful ones as 
both the mother superior at the convent and a laundress 
who originally forwarded the boy to the convent through 
the Resistance underground bitterly defend their small de- 
ceptions for the sake of the child and berate the correspond- 
ent for not taking the boy for the boy's sake alone. There 
is a quite shattering climactic scene in which the novelist 
ruthlessly forces the father to listen to the reading of an 
eye-witness account of his wife's torture and murder so that 
he will completely and finally accept her death. 

Crosby turns in a remarkably perceptive and subtle 
performance as the tormented correspondent, alf the more 
moving because of its underplaying. Christian Fourcade 
does an equally sensitive portrayal of the boy, and there 
are fine performances by Dauphin, Gabrielle Dorziat as the 
mother superior, Georgette Anys as the laundress and 
Nicole Maurey as the gay and attractive wife.

Escapist Movie 

Harry Houdini, the famous magician and marvelous es- 
cape artist, hasn’t appeared at any of the annual Halloween 
spiritual seances designed to establish contact with him 
through a pre-arranged code since his death in 1926, 

A but he has come back in a movie biography 

of him, “HOUDINI,” at the ST, LOUIS 

THEATER. He is played by Tony Cur- 

tis, the bobby-soxers’ idol with the black 

curly locks. Tony bears a_ surpris- 

ing resemblance to Houdini in his youth, 

ae although at the age of 52 the magician’s 

youthful good looks had flown and Tony 

remains jyst as beautiful as ever up to his spectacular de- 

mise in the film on the stage of a vaudeville house while 
trying to escape from a “Japanese torture tank.” 

It is a pretty interesting story, though obviously over- 
romanticized and over-dramatized as most film biographies 
are. Houdini died in a Detroit hospital of peritonitis fol- 
lowing an appendectomy, but he had collapsed on the stage 
at the conclusion of his opening Detroit performance eight 
days before. Much of the footage is devoted to the loyalty 
and love of his wife, played by Curtis’s own wife, Janet 
Leigh. There are some mystical touches inserted, which 
may seem on the face inconsistent with Houdini’s own be- 
liefs, as he spent much of his later career exposing spiritu- 
alistic frauds; but the magician Dunninger, a close friend, 
was technical adviser for the film, and he should know. 
However, Houdini’s spectacular stunts and his genius for 
getting publicity make an absorbing story in themselves. 
Curtis’s performance makes the magician more boyishly en- 
thusiastic than shrewd and deep, but it’s acceptable. 


Chicanery in Mexico | 

The old private-eye type of film shows up in a slightly 
different guise at the FOX in “PLUNDER OF THE SUN.” 
Here we have Glenn Ford, as an unprincipled adventurer, 
trying to discover and make off with Indian treasure from 
a pyramid in Mexico, while other shady 
characters, including a luscious brunette 
(Patricia Medina) and a drunken blonde 
(Diana Lynn) cozen him, trick him, 
beat him up and double-cross him. Glenn 
takes his setbacks like a man, plunges 
grimly back in, and winds up with both 
Patricia, quite a treasure herself, and a 
healthier set of values. It may be along familiar lines, but 
it is pretty well done and held my interest throughout. 

The co-feature, “THE MOONLIGHTER,” which the 
Fox is placing in top billing, starts out with Fred Mac- 
Murray, a rustler who has landed in jail, watching a mob 
lynch another bum they took from the jail, mistaking him 
for Fred. Fred gives his own funeral oration, holds up the 
crowd to pay the undertaker, and escapes, vowing ven- 
geance. So far, it’s different. 

But then this story by Niven Busch, who should know 
better, descends into the worst sort of shoddily made clap- 
trap. Fred’s old girl-friend, Barbara Stanwyck, gets herself 
made a member of a posse after Fred holds up a bank, and 
pursues and captures him all by her big self. Fred saves 
her life in a waterfall, then suddenly announces he'll turn 
the $10,000 loot back, serve his time and maybe find Babs 
waiting for him at the prison gate. She has already waited 
five years for him, and as all he has done is corhmit a cou- 
ple of murders, rustle cattle and rob a bank, she probably 
wouldn’t have been much older than 75 or 80 when they 
finally got together and love had its day,

“Southern Negro Families

“conditions described are said 
to exist in upper New York, 
Long Island, New Jersey, 
Delaware and the eastern 
shore of Maryland.

EVERYONE who has been 
interested in the condition of 
migrant workers, whether Ne- 
gro, Mexican or white, has 
known of these conditions and 
deplored them, and done 
everything possible to elimi- 
nate them. The only comment 
I would like to make to my 
southern correspondent is that 
the conditions must indeed be 
deplorable in the southern 
areas from which these people 
come, or they wouldn't start 
out year after year on their 
- slow trip to the North and then 
again to the South. 


It is bad for children to be 
uprooted and live this kind of 
nomad existence, and even 
where conditions have been 
improved for migrant work- 
ers, this constant moving is 
deplorable. Conditions every- 
where are not as bad as those 
described in this article. I 
know, for example, in Dutchess 
county where I live, of two 
farms where workers are im- 
ported for short periods and 
where conditions are good. 
On both of these farms, I un- 
derstand that there is a con- 
stant state inspection. 

I am a little surprised that 
conditions can be as bad as 
those described in this article. 
If they are as bad as this on 
a large scale, all I can tell my 
correspondent is that I regret 
it, and I hope that since he 
asked me to answer him in my 
column, the fact that I have 
done so will alert the authori- 
ties in my state, at least, so 
that they will look for the con- 
ditions reported in this news- 
paper article, and correct 
a as far as is humanly pos- 
sible.

READER asks if there's a 
A speciat recipe for Salisbury 

steak. She has eaten it in 
restaurants and it tastes just like 
hamburger to her. She would 
like to know why such a high- 
falutin name is riven to ordinary 
hamburg steak. 


The reason dates back to the 
first World War, when the Ger- 
mans were not too popular in 
Englang. The good old English 
name Salisbury was substituted 
for the term hamburg, after the 
well known German city. During 
the second World War names 
seemed to matter less, but the 
terms were used interchangeably 
and still are. 


For home use we are likely to 
choose freshly ground meat, at 
least for special oceasions, The 
cakes prepared for this are 
usually juicier, more flavorful 
and contain less fat. 


Many of us have our own 
favorite cooking methods, with 
variations in seasoning. We are 
careful not to over-cook the 
cakes and to serve them as soon 
as they have been grilled or 
sauteed. We may have them 
rare, medium or well done, as 
we like. 


We often use ground meat in 
combination with other :i.1eats 
for a loaf, good either hot or 
cold. By the way, ground lamb 
makes delicious patties whe” 
cooked hamburg style. 


Lamb Patties. 


One clove garlic, peeled. 

One tablespoon salad oil 
bacon fat. 

Two cups soft bread crumb 

One-fourth cup milk. 

One and one-half teaspoo: 
salt. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

One-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce. ; 

One pound ~round lamb. 

One egg. 

One-fourth cup chopped pars- 
ley. 

Cook garlic one minute in the 
oil or fat and remove. Mix bread 
crumbs with milk, add seasoning 
and oil. Stir in lamb and parsley. 
Let stand at least five minutes. 
Flour hands and shape meat into 
patties. Cook on both sides in 
hot fat or under broiler. Serve 
on toasted rolls. Spread toasted 
rolls with pickle relish and garn- 
ish with whole small or sliced 
larger pickles. Yield: four to 
six servings. 

Note: Patties may be wrapped 
in bacon slices before broiling, 
if desired. 

Meat Loaf. 


One pound ground beef. 

One pound ground pork. 

Two eggs. 

Three-fourth cup soft bread 
crumbs. 

One cup milk or tomato juice. 

One-fourth cup minced onion. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

One-third teaspoon pepper. 

One-half teaspoon poultry sea- 
soning. 

Mix all ingredients thorough- 
ly and pack lightly into loaf pan. 
Make in moderate oven (350° F.)

Painting Over Creosote.~ 


GOOD inexpensive way to 
A preserve wood is to give it 

a coat of creosote and this 
is exactly what a lot of people 
do especially to sidewall wood 
shingles. 

Trouble starts when these 
same people decide at some fu- 
ture date that they would like 
to give the shingles a coat of 
paint. The oil in creosote has 
a nasty way of bleeding through 
paint and this makes a pretty 
fair size mess. 

If you are thinking about 
painting over wood treated with 
creosote you want to move ver) 
‘slowly to avoid trouble. 

First consider the age of the 
creosote and how much expos- 
ure it has had. If the creosote 
has been on for a good many 
years and has been directly ex- 
posed to the weather (not pro- 
tected by a porch or roof eaves) 
it may have lost most of its 
fight. In this case it would be 
worth applying some paint to 


pens, If, after a few weeks or 
so, nothing has happened you 
are probably safe to go ahead 
with the repainting‘ project. 
Should the creosote be on the 
fresh side or if it bleeds through 
the paint sample it must be 
kept away from the paint. One 
way to do this is to give the 
entire wall a coat of aluminum 
paint. When this is dry the 
finish coat is applied over it. 
Aluminum paint is composed 
of small pieces of aluminum and 
when they are applied to a sur- 


face they produce a metal shield * 


which will keep the oils in the

walls to allow for expansion of 
the wood, 

Never use a water-type fire 
extinguisher on grease or elec- 
trical fires. For these type fires 
your best bet is a carbon-dioxide 
gas extinguisher. 


When you are using your elec- 
tric mixer for a “butter-type” 
cake made by the conventional 
method, cream the butter and 
sugar at high speed so as to 
dissolve the sugar and obtain a 
creamy light texture.

'How He Guarded Against Assassins 


Dictator rected. Pure Chance’ With Saving ris Life Twice —-Fustirer’ $  Hdeas on A Viet q 


How did MHitler’s mind 
work? An intimate record of 
his thoughts has become avail- 
able in a stenographic report 
of his private conversations 
during World War Il, usually 
at dinner in his headquarters 
and attended only 
Fuehrer’s most 
tenants. In this, the sixth in 
a series of these talks, con- 
densed from “Hitler’s Secret 
Conversations” (copyright 
1953 by Farrar, Straus and 
Young, Inc.), the evil genius 
tells what he thought about 
assassinations and diets. 


N THE two really dangerous 
| attempts made to assassinate 

me I owe my life not to the 
police, but to pure chance. On 
9th November 1939, I left the 
Buergerbraeu 10 minutes before 
the appointed time because of 
an urgent conference in Berlin 
which it was imperative that I 
should attend. 

(Editor's note: Hitler here 
refers to the incident at the 
Buergerbraeu beer hall in Mu- 
nich when a bomb exploded aft- 
er he left. Six persons were 
killed and 60 injured by the 
blast.) 

In the other attempt my life 
was saved because the would- 
be killer, a Swiss, who stalked 
me‘for three months in the 
neighborhood of the Berghof 
(Hitler’s Bavarian mountain 
hide-out), regularly missed me 
when I went out, and when he 
tried to continue his stalking in 
Munich, he was discovered by a 
railway official. 

The man apparently had trav- 
eled beyond Munich with a tick- 
et from Berchtesgaden to Mu- 
nich, and the railway employe 
in auestion asked for an expla- 
nation. 

The story that he had been in 
Berchtesgaden for several 
months, trying to deliver a let- 
ter to me. aroused the suspi- 
cions of the railwayman, who 
caused him to be held for inter- 
rogation. When the man was 
searched a sealed envelope ad- 
dressed personally to me was 
found on him, but the envelope 
was empty, a circumstance 
which led to a full confession. 

The confessions of this Swiss 
interested me in so far as they 
confirmed my conviction that 
not a soul could cope with an 
assassin who, for idealistic rea- 
sons, was prepared quite ruth- 
lessly to hazard his own life in 
the execution of his object, 

I quite understand why 90 per 
cent of the historic assassina- 
tions have been successful. The 
only preventive measure one 
can take is to live irregularly— 
to walk, to drive and to travel 
at irregular times and unexpect- 
edly. But that, after all, is 
merely normal caution, and not 
prevention.

S far as is possible, when- 
Aever I go anywhere bv car I 

go off unexpected and with- 
out warning the police. I also 
have given Ratenhuber. the com- 
mander of my personal Security 
Squad, and (Erich) Kempka, my 
chauffeur, the strictest orders 
to maintain absolute secrecy 
about my comings and goings, 
and have further impressed on 
them that this order must still 
be obeved even when the high- 
est officials in the land make 
inauiries. 

As soon as the police get to 
hear that I am going some- 
where, they abandon all normal 
procedure and adopt emergency 
measures, which, to say the least 
of it, are most alarming to nor- 
mal people, and yet they never 
seem to realize that it is just 
these emergency antics which 
are conspicuous and draw atten- 
tion where no attention is de- 
sired. 

I had a splendid example of 
this sort of thing when at the 
time of the Anschluss, I went 
to Vienna and Pressburg. The 
police raised the alarm along 
the whole route both from Vi- 
enna to Nicolsburg and on to 
Pressburg—an _ action which was 
all the more dangerous because 
they simply did not have the 
necessary forces at their dis- 
posal to guard the roads. 

Apart from this, the Gestapo 
plain-clothes, men dressed 
themselves in such an astonish- 
ing collection of clothes—rough 
woolen mackintosh coats, ost- 
ler’s capes and so forth—that I, 
indeed any moron, could recog- 
nize them for what they were 
at a glance. When I gave orders 
that we were to follow a route 
other than the one agreed upon 
and were to stop, like any other 
citizen, at the traffic lights in 
the villages, I was able to con- 
tinue my journey unnoticed and 
unmolested. 

‘Police protection is of great 
importance only on. those oc- 
casions when the date, time 
and place have been precisely

fixed. Even on these occasions 
the activities of the police have 
a disturbing effect, cause crowds 
to collect and lead to endless 
difficulties. 

In the midst of such crowds it 
is easy for some fanatic armed 
with a _ telescopic-sighted fire- 
arm to take a shot at me from 
some corner or other; any likely 
hole or corner, therefore, must 
be kept under careful observa- 
tion. 

During the hours of darkness 
police searchlights must be so 
sited that their rays light up 
these danger spots and are not, 
as happened to me in Hamburg, 
concentrated all the time on 
my own car. Narrow streets 
should, as far as possible, be 
avoided on official occasions. 

As there can never be absolute 
security against fanatics and 
idealists on official occasions, 
I always make a point of stand- 
ing quietly upright in my car, 


and this method has again and 
again proved the truth of the 
proverb that the world belongs 
to the brave. 

If some fanatic wishes to shoot 
me or kill me with a bomb, I am 
no safer sitting down than 
standing up; and in any case 
the number of fanatics who 
seek my life on _ idealistic 
grounds is getting much small- 
er. 

Among the bourgeoisie and 
the. Marxists it would be hard 
to find a would-be assassin ready 
to risk his own life, if necessary. 
The only really dangerous ele- 
ments are either those fanatics 
who have been goaded to action 
by. dastardly priests, or nation- 
alistically minded patriots from 
one of the countries we have 
occupied; and my many years of 
experience make things fairly 
difficult even for such as these. 

When I am traveling by night 
in my car, for instance, I do not

ROPAGANDA Minister Jo- 
P sepr Goebbels once asked 

Hitler whether a pound of 
potatoes had the same nutritive 
value as a pound of meat. Hit- 
ler replied: 

As far as we know, the food 
of the soldiers of ancient Rome 
consisted principally of fruit 
and cereals. The Roman soldier 
had a horror of meat, and meat, 
apparently, was included in the 
normal rations only when the 
difficulty of obtaining other 
supplies made it inevitable. 

From numerous pictures and 
sculptures it seems that the 
Romans had magnificent teeth, 
and this seems to contradict the 
contention that only carnivo- 


rous animals have seal teeth. 

The intervening centuries do 
not appear to have caused any 
changes. Travelers in Italy have 
noticed that the masses still feed 
on the same things, and that 
they still have excellent teeth. 

As regards animals, the dog, 
which is carnivorous, cannot 
compare in performance with 
the horse, which is vegetarian. 
In the same way, the lion shows 
signs of fatigue after covering 
two or three miles, while the 
camel marches for six or seven 
days before even his tongue be- 
gins to hang out. 

Speaking generally, the ex- 
perts do not take facts suffi- 
ciently into consideration. It 
has been proved that a vege- 
tarian diet —and particularly a 
diet of potato peelings, and raw 
potatoes — will cure beri-beri 
within a week.

East probably felt he was tak- 
ing advantage of his own non- 
vulnerability when he showed 
both suits of a hand that was 
far from strong, but if South 
had read these bids more 
shrewdly, East might have been 
sorry for his own persistence. 

West opened his fourth- 
highest heart. ‘(A diamond 
would have been far more log- 
ical.) Declarer won the first 
trick in dummy, drew three 
rounds of trumps, then led to 
his own heart ace. Now he led 
a diamond to the 10. East won 
with the jack and exited with 
his singleton club. South put 
in the nine, West covered with 
the 10, and dummy’s ace won, 

South returned a club from 
dummy, perhaps hoping for a 
favorable break of the suit, but 
he was disappointed. West could 
not take three club tricks, but 
the two he did take were 
enough, since he then led a dia- 
mond and South had to lose 
another trick there. 

Considering East’s bidding, 
which guaranteed at least 10 
cards in the red suits, it was 
foolish for South to think that 
East could have more than one 
club. (He showed two spades.) 
South should have used an en- 
tirely different line of play. He 
should have drawn only two 
rounds of trumps, cashed the 
club ace and the heart ace, then 
passed a diamond to East. The 
latter’s best return would be a 
heart. South could well let 
East hold this trick, discarding 
a club from dunmmy and a dia- 
mond from his own hand; then, 
on East’s next heart lead, South 
could ruff while discarding still 
another club from dummy.
